Israeli military officials last night 
told The Jerusalem Post that they 
expect the UN report to be issued 
this morning on Israel's charges that 
Egypt had deployed ‘more than the 
agreed upon number of cannon in 
the limited forces zone.

ANKARA. — Baghdad Radio an- 
nounced yesterday 8. mutual un- 
derstanding had been reached be- 
tween the Iraqi Government and 
Kurdish rebels, a Turkish news 
agency reported.

Faulty door on jumbo 
plane that crashed 


WASHINGTON. — The DC10 jumbo 
jet which crashed near Paris earlier 
this month taking 346 lives had 
mot undergone a key modification 
on 8 cargo door, a U.S. National 
‘Transportation Safety Board official 
said yesterday. 

C.O. Miller, Director of the Bu- 
reau of Aviation Safety for the 
Board, told a Senate Aviation Sub- 
committee there was multiple evi- 


. dence suggesting the cargo door 


was not locked properly and that 
one of the first pieces that left 
the plane was the aft cargo door. 
Although Miller testified that. 
French investigators have not final- 
ly determined the cause of the 
crash, experts believe that sudden 
decompression of the cargo hold 
buckled the aircraft floor, jammed 
the rudder controls running through 
the floor and caused the crash. 
The president of the company 
that built the airliner said yester- 
day the plane was apparently not 


equipped with reinforcing plates de- 
Signed to ensure the aft cargo door 
closed properly. Mr. John Brizen- 
dine, President of Douglas Aircraft, 
said no support plate was found in 
the wreckage of the Turkish plane. 
Be said the company recommended 
installation of the reinforcing plates 
in June 1972, after another DC-10 
lost a cargo door in a takeoff from 
Detroit. 

Mr. Brizendine said the Turkish 
alrliner should have bad the plates 
installed by McDonnell Douglas be- 
fore it was delivered in 1972, He 
said the company’s records showed 
that the reinforcing was done and 
he had no explanation as to why 
the plates were later found not 
to be there. 

(The widow of a British journal- 
ist killed in the disaster has filed 
a $125m. suit against McDonald 
Douglas, claiming the crash was 
caused by defects in the cargo door 
system.)

STUDENTS in Tel Aviv have 

called for'a mass meeting 
this afternoon to remind the na- 
tion that our prisoners are still 
in Syria. 

The first proper letters from 
the prisoners have now reached 
the families through the Red 
Cross, but even official visits are 
no real guarantee of either the 
men’s present conditions or their 
ultimate safe return. 

The students’ slogan is “They 
fought for you: pay your re- 
spect by ‘being present,” and 
this is little enough for the citi- 
zen to do. 

It is arguable now, in all the. 
light of hindsight, that the 
prisoner issue was handled by 
us in accordance with the 
dictates of the heart rather than 
the head. We know that in the 
past neither Egypt nor Syria 
has ‘been greatly concerned for 
the welfare of their prisoners 
or in any great hurry for their 
return. The lower ranks in par- 
ticular do not get such frequent 

+ leave, or communicate as often 
with their families as do our 
soldiers, and the families re- 
main ignorant of the fate of 
their men for long periods. The 
Egyptians are not stoical, but 
they may be more fatalistie than 
we are. In the end, without 
doubt, a son is a son, but it 
may well be that the general 
public in Syria is less concerned 
for the fate of another family’s 
son than is the nation in Israel 
for its men. 

We shall now have to learn 
to weigh our reactiong and bal-
